It's  so  hard  to  believe  that  these  little 
ones  have  grown  so  quickly.  They've  come 
a  long  way  from  the  pictures  on  these  pages 
to  their  graduation  day.  This  is  an  edited 
version  of  the  baccalaureate  sermon  deliv- 
ered to  these  students  on  May  8  in  Om- 
wake-Dearborn  Chapel  by  the  Rev.  Barbara 
Kershner  Daniel  '80. 

Returning  to  Catawba  is  like  coming  home. 
This  is  holy  ground  for  me  —  a  sacred  place 
because  of  the  many  ways  in  which  I  experi- 
enced God's  presence  —  in  faculty,  staff, 
friends,  people  in  the  community.  My  years  here 
were  filled  with  life-giving  and  life-affirming  expe- 
riences. 

While  I  was  a  student  at  Catawba,  once  a 
month  the  campus  minister  would  lead  a  service 
of  communion  here  by  the  altar.  For  years,  stu- 
dents at  Catawba  shared  in  a  bonding  of  faith 
with  a  special  man.  Porter  Seiwell.  He  would  look 
at  us  in  the  gathered  circle  and  say.  "Be  gentle 
when  you  touch  bread.  Let  is  not  lie  uncared  for, 
unwanted.  There  is  so  much  beauty  in  bread; 
beauty  of  the  sun  and  the  soil.  Winds  and  rains 
have  caressed  it.  Christ  blessed  it.  Be  gentle 
when  you  touch  bread." 

This  was  holy  ground,  for  in  those  words  of 
peace  and  in  the  sharing  of  the  bread  and  the 
cup,  we  found  again  the  renewal  that  comes 
from  God. 

Several  years  ago  my  husband  and  I  traveled 
to  Ecuador.  Many  of  the  people  we  met  were 
Indians  who  lived  in  the  mountains,  people  who 
struggled  to  survive.  Yet  in  the  midst  of  what  we 
North  Americans  would  call  poverty,  we  discov- 
ered a  richness  of  spirit,  a  spirit  of  love  and 
generosity. 

We  were  challenged  to  come  home  and  live  as 


the  Indians  we  met  —  in  a  spirit  of  hospitality 
and  generosity.  We  had  indeed  been  on  holy 
ground. 

A  teenager  in  our  congregation  was  diag- 
nosed with  a  rare  form  of  cancer  in  January. 
Soon  after  his  diagnosis,  Tim  began  a  round  of 
intense  chemotherapy,  and  the  calls  coming  to 
the  church  and  to  Tim's  school  increased.  What 
can  we  do?  What  does  he  need? 

The  amazing  thing  for  me  has  been  the  reac- 
tion of  his  peers.  Every  week  a  circle  of  his 
friends  and  peers  gathers  and  prays.  And  there's 
no  doubt  that  God  is  with  us. 

The  common  thread  in  all  these  experiences  is 
that  God  came  in  an  unexpected  or  a  new  way. 
Communion  services  can  become  routine  until 
someone  asks  you  to  look  at  the  bread  and  the 
wine  in  a  new  way.  We  can  discount  teenagers 
and  college  students  as  being  uninterested  in  the 
church,  but  we  know  better.  We  can  think  of 
ourselves  as  rich  while  inside  our  souls  we  are 
empty. 

God  calls  us,  men  and  women,  you  and  me. 
God  calls  us  to  do  something  —  to  use  our  gifts 
and  talents  to  make  this  world  more  like  God 
intended  it  to  be. 

You  and  I  stand  in  the  midst  of  tremendous 
opportunities  to  make  a  difference  in  the  world. 
We  should  never  underestimate  the  power  we 
have  to  influence  lives  and  the  direction  of  our 
world. 

My  prayer  and  hope  for  each  one  of  you  to-
